Refuse To Sign Papers Before Vet-Packed Town Hall

Before a throng of veterans who packed the Town Hall 


Monday evening the Board of 


Selectmen refused to sign the 


necessary papers that would enable the Wilmington Veter- 
an’s Housing Project to get underway. The vote was 2 to 1 
in favor of not signing with Selectman William Cavanaugh 


dissenting. 


Prior to the voting Selectman Lyons stated that he had 
met with the Deputy Director of the State Housing Authority 
who said that due to the extenuating circumstances the State 
would make an exception in the case of Wilmington and allow 
the Wilmington Housing Authority to select another site. 


Simon Cutter, Chairman of the 


Wilmington Housing Author- 


ity said at that point that he had met with the State Housing 
Authority and that they had told him that although the State 


Cutter pointed out that it isn’t every day that Wilmington 
has the chance to have $200,000 worth of new homes erected 


at no added cost to the town. 

Mr. Cutter stated that the plot 
of in question is « 
part of a 16 to 17 acre field He 
went on to say that the Housing 
Authority wan only 1/6 of the 
field and was to pay Mrs. 
Fay $5,000 for it. Mr. Cutter also 
stated that the income that Mrs. 
Fay derived from the field was 
around $500 per year. The Authority 
is willing to pay $5,000. for only 1/6 
of the field leaving the rest to be 

. Fay invested the 

receive more mon- 
ey from her investment than she 
would if she worked the proposed 
site. Mr. Cutter stated that he 
would be the last person the 
world to want to see anyone de- 
prived of their livelihood but that 
in the case of Mrs. Fay she would 
definitely benefit by the seizure 
and therefore urged the Selectmen 
to sign the papers. 

(Editor’s Note) It would be wise 
to state here that Mr. Martell, the 
Tewksbury dairyman who buys Mrs. 
Fay’s hay standing stated that with 
out the land the Authority proposes 
to seize, the farm would be prac- 
tically worthless. 

It was pointed out that Mrs. Fay 
receives approximately $500 per 
year income from the field - which 
she stated was the only tillable 
land on her property - yet Mrs. 
Fay pays more than that for taxes 
alone. This would seem to prove 
that seizure of the land in question 
would not deprive Mrs. Fay of her 


The State delegate to the Com- 
mittee, Mr. Joseph Grimes, stated 
that the only reason that he could 
see for the people in that area not 
wanting the housing project was 
the fact that “there would be num- 
erous children brought in the area 
due to the housing project. Mr. 
Grimes went on to say that Mrs. 
Fay had mentioned the well kept 
field and that she would lose many 
of her apple trees in the seizure. 
Mr. Grimes stated that the trees 
in question are a disgrace and that 
he didn’t think that the hay field 
had had very much attention as of 
late either. 

Mr, Lyons, Chairman pf | the 
Poard of Selectmen, stated that he 
agreed that Mrs. Fay doesn’t make 
enough money to live on from that 
land. He went on to say that he 
wasn't in favor of the seizure and 
would not sign the papers because 
there are numerous other locations 
in town that the Authority could 
use. He said that the State sug- 
gested that the Housing project be 
changed from a State project to a 


Federal one and that he thought 

that this would be a good idea, es- 

cea since the State is in such a 
to settle the affair. 

Mr. Cutter got to his feet at that 
point and’said that no matter whose 
land they took there would be some 
hard feelings. He mentioned one 
man who was willing to sell his 
land to the Authority but that the 
gentleman was asking too great a 
price - he went on to say that if 
the Authority seized this man’s 
land he certainly would not be 
satisfied. Mr, Cutter answered Mr 
Lyons in regard to transferring the 
State aid to Federal. Mr. Cutter 
stated that “ would rather use 
the State aid, which is due to ex- 
pire, than take the Federal which 
we might possibly use at some fu- 
ture date.” 

Mr. Edward Manning, Chairman 
of the Planning Board stated that 
he agreed with the Housing Auth- 
ority and that he thought that the 
Board of Selectmen should go a- 
long with them. He stated that 
the Board of Selectmen appointed 
the Committee and that they should 
go along with the Committee's re- 
commendations. Mr. Manning went 
on to say that if Mrs. Fay thought 
that she was being delt with un- 
fairly she could appeal to a court 
and the court would decide. 

Mr. Cutter got to his feet and 
stated that he would like the Se- 
lectmen, to decide one way or the 
other but urged them to decide im- 
mediately so that if the decision 
was unfavorable to the Committee 
they could get to work promptly 
on another site. 

At this point 
men, Mr. Lyons, Mr. 
Mr. Cavanaugh retired 
their decision. The Board decided 
to withhold their signatures from 
the papers. Scores of veterans de- 
manded to know the exact vote - 
Mr. Lyons stated that it wad the 
feeling of the Board of Selectmen 
that they should not sign the pap- 
ers. Mr. Lyons and Mr. Melzar 
then proceeded to leave. Mr. Cav- 
anaugh called for attention and 
stated, “As a member of the Board 
of Selectmen and as one of the 
members of that Board who ap- 
pointed the Wilmington Housing 
Authority I feel that we should 
sign the papers and that we sHould 
hack the Housing Authority to the 
limit.”

Town Manager Meeting 
Will Be Held October 18 


On Wednesday, Oct. 18, at 8 p.m. 
in the town hall, an organizational 
meeting will be held in regard to 
the town manager form of gov 
ernment. All Wilmington residents 


(Chap. 592] 
An Act establishing a Town Manager Form of Government 
for the Town of Wilmington. 
IT ENACTED, ETC., AS FOLLOWS: 
SECTION 1. Scope of the Act—Whenever any board, 
commission, committee or office is provided for or referred 
to in this act, the term of office of the members or incum- 
bents thereof, the number of members and the powers, duties 
and obligations appertaining thereto, shall be the same as may 
now o1 hereafter be fixed by general provisions of law with 
respect to town boarts, commissions, committees or offices 
having corresponding powers or duties, or by the by-laws 
of the town, now or hereafter in force, except as expressly 
otherwise provided herein. 

Nothing in this act shall be construed to affect in any 
manner any by-law of the town now in effect or which may 
be adopted hereafter, or the power of the town to amend, 
alter or adopt any by-law, or the operation or applicability 
to the town of Wilmington of any general or special law now 
or hereafter in effect, except so far as may be expressly 
provided herein. 

SECTION 2. Elective Offices—Beginning with the first 
town election following acceptance of this act, the only 
boards, officers or committees to be elected by the voters 
shall be the selectmen, the school committee, the moderator, 
and members of the Wilmington housing authority. Every 
elective office, board or commission shall be termi- 
nated as herein provided, any other provision of law to the 
coutrary notwithstanding. The term of office of any person 
elected to any office, board or commission existing at the 
time of such acceptance and terminated hereunder shall con- 
tinue until such first town election and until the appointment 
and qualification of his successor, if any, and thereafter the 
said offices, boards or commissions shall be abolished, and all 
powers, duties and obligations conferred or imposed thereon 

hall be conferred and imposed upon the town man- 
ith the exceptions herein provided. 

ECTION 3. Election of Selectmen—At the first town 
election following acceptance of this act, there shall be 
elected two selectmen for three years, two selectmen for two 
years, and one selectmen for one year. Upon the qualification 
‘of the selectmen, so elected, the term of office of the Board 
of Selectmen then existing shall terminate. At each an- 
nual town election thereafter, the voters shall elect selectmen 
for three year terms to replace those whose terms are about 
to expire, When a vacancy occurs among the selectmen by

reason of death, resignation, change of residence from the 
town, or other disability, the remaining selectmen shall have 
the power to fill the vacancy until the next town election, at 
which the voters shall elect a selectman for the remainder of 
the unexpired term. 

SECTION 4. Appointments by Selectmen.—In addition to 
the town manager, whose appointment and removal is herein- 
after provided tor, the selectmen shall appoint, and may re- 
move, a board of appeals under the provisions of section 
eighty-one R of chapter forty-one of the General Laws, which 
board shall also act as the board of appeal under the by-laws, 
election officers, registrars of voters except the town clerk, 
constables, town counsel and town accountant. 

SECTION 5. Multiple Officers—A member of the hoard 
of selectmen, or of the school committee, or of the finance 
committee, shall, during the term for which he was elected 
ov appointed, be ineligible either by election or appointment 
to hold any other town office. Any person elected or appointed 
to any other office, board, commission, or committee 
under the provisions of this act or of any general or special 
law shall be eligible during the term of such office to election 
or appointment to any other town office, board, commission or 
committee, except that the town accountant shall not be eli- 
yible to hold the position of town treasurer or town collector. 
The town manager, subject to any applicable provision of law 
relating thereto, may assume the duties of any office which 
he is authorized to fill by appointment, except that he shall not 
appoint himself as a member of any board or committee. 

SECTION 6. Investigations or Surveys.—For the purpose 
of making investigations or surveys, the town manager, with 
the approval of the selectmen, may expend such sums for 
the employment of experts, counsel and other assistants, and 
for other expenses in connection therewith, as the town may 
appropriate for such purposes. * 

SECTION 7. Appointment of Town Manager.—The se- 
lectmen elected as provided herein shall appoint, as soon as 
practicable, for a term of three years, a town manager who 
shall be a person especially fitted by education, training and 
by previous full time paid experience as a town or city mana- 
ger or assistant manager, to perform the duties of the office. 
The town manager shall be appointed without regard to his 
political beliefs. He need not be a resident of the town or 
of this commonwealth when appointed, and shall not during 

‘the twelve months prior to his appointment have held any 
elective office in the town of Wilmington, but Shall be a resi- 
dent of the town during his term of office. He may be appoint- 
ed for successive terms of office. Before entering upon the 
duties of his office, the town manager shall be sworn to the 
faithful and impartial performance thereof by the town clerk, 
or by a justice of the peace. He shall execute a bond in favor 
of the town for the faithful performance of his duties in such 
sum and with such surety or sureties as may be fixed or ap- 
proved by the selectmen. 

SECTION 8. Appointment of a Temporary Manager.— 
Any vacancy in the office of town manager shalk be filled as 
soon as possible by the selectmen. Pending the appointment of 
a town manager or the filling of any vacancy, the seleet- 
men may appoint a suitable person to perform the duties of 
the office. 

SECTION 9. Acting Manager.—The town manager may 
designate, by letter filed with the town clerk, a qualified 
officer of the town to perform his duties during his temporary 
absence or disability. In the event of failure of the manager to 
make such designation, the selectmen may, by resolution, 
designate an officer of the town to perform the duties of the 
manager until he shall return or his disability shall cease. 

SECTION 10. Removal of Manager.—The selectmen, by 
a majority vote of the full membership of the board, may 
temove the town manager. At least thirty days before such 
proposed removal shall become effective, the selectmen shall 
file a preliminary written resolution with the town clerk 
setting forth in detail the specific reasons for his proposed 
removal, a copy of which resolution shall be delivered to the 
town manager. The manager may reply in writing to the 
resolution and may request a public hearing. If the manager 
so requests, the board of selectmen shall hold a public hearing 
not earlier than twenty days nor later than thirty days after 
the filing of such request After such public hearing, if any, 
otherwise at the expiration of thirty days following the 
filing of the preliminary resolution, and after full considera- 
tion, the selectmen by a majority vote of the full membership 
of the board may adopt a final resolution of removal. In the 
preliminary resolution, the selectmen may suspend the mana- 
ger from duty, but in any case his salary shall continue to be 
paid until the expiration of one month from the date of adopt- 
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tion .of the final resolution of removal. 

SECTION 11, Compensation of Manager—The town 
manager shall receive such compensation for his services as 
the selectmen shall determine, ‘but it shall not exceed the 
amount appropriated therefor by the town. 

SECTION 12. Powers and Duties of Manager.—In ‘addi- 
tion to any other powers and duties expressly provided for 
in this act, the town manager shall have the following powers 
and duties :— 

(a) He shall supervise and direct the administration of all 
departments, commissions, boards and offices except those 
mentioned in sections two, three and four, and shall appoint 
and may, subject to the provisions of chapter thirty-one of 
the General Laws where applicable, remove the cemetery 
commissioners, water commissioners, board of health, board 
of public welfare, planning board, library trustees, trustees 


of trust funds, a town collector, a town clerk, a town treasurer! 


who may also act as town collector, a board of assessors of 
three members as hereinafter provided, a superintendent of 
streets, the chief of police and police officers, the chief and 
members of the fire department, and such other officers and 
employees, including school janitors, as may be necessary to 


carry out the powers and duties imposed upon him or upon) 


the town either by this act, or by other provisions of law. Offi- 
cers and employees not subject to chapter thirty-one of the 
General Laws shall not be remgved by the town manager 
except on ten days’ notice in wrifing, setting forth the cause 
of such removal. 

(b) Subject to any applicable provisions of Chapter thirty- 
one and of section one hundred and eight A of chapter forty- 
one of the General Laws, the town manager shall fix the 
compensation of all town officers and employees appointed 
by him, within the Jimits of the amounts appropriated there- 
for by the town. 

(c) The town manager shall attend all regular meetings 
of the board of selectmen except meetings at which his re- 
moval is being considered. 

(d) The town manager shall keep full and complete re- 
cords of his office, and shall render as often as may be re- 
quired by the selectmen a full report of all operations during 
the period reported on. 

(e) The town manager shall keep the’ selectmen fully ad- 
vised as to the needs of the town and shall recommend to 
the selectmen for adoption such measures requiring action 
by them or by the town as he may deem necessary or ¢x- 
pedient. 

(f) The town manager shall have jurisdiction over the 
rental and use of all town property, except schools. He shall 
be responsible for the maintenance and repair of all town 
property, including school buildings and grounds. Except’ as 
otherwise voted by the town, he shall be responsible for the 
preparation of plans and the supervision of work on all con- 
struction, reconstruction, alterations, improvements and other 
undertakings authorized by the town, subject, however, to 
the approval of the school committee with respect to plans for 
the construction or improvement of school buildings or prop- 
erty. 

(g) The town manager shall purchase all supplies, mate- 
rials and equipment, and shall award all contracts for all de- 
partments and activities of the town under his supervision ; 
and he shall make all purchases for departments or activities 
not under his supervision but only upon and in accordance with 
a requisition duly signed by the head of any such department. 

(h) The town manager shall administer either directly 
or through a person or persons appointed by him in accord- 
ance with this act all provisions of general and special laws 
applicable to said town, all by-laws and all regulations estab- 
lished by the selectmen. 

(i) The town manager shall, with the approval of the 
selectmen, have authority to prosecute, defend or compromise 
all litigation to which the town is a party. | 

(j) The town manager shall perform such other duties, 
consistent with his office, as may be required of him by the 
by-laws or vote of the town or by vote of the selectmen. 

(k) The town manager shall have access to all town 
books and papers for information necessary for the proper per- 
formamee of his duties, and may without notice cause the 
affairs of any department or activity under his control or the 
conduct of any officer or employée thereof to be examined. 

(1) The town manager may, with the approval of the select- 
men, transfer the approriation of one department, commis- 
sion, board or office, in whole or in part, to any other. 

SECTION 13. Appointment of Assessors—The town man- 
ager shall appoint a principal assessor, who shall devote his 
full time and attention to the duties of his office and shall 
serve as chairman of the board, and two additional assessors. 

SECTION 14. Approval of Warrants—The town man- 
ager shall be the chief fiscal officer of the town, Warrants 
for the payment of town funds prepared by the town account- 
ant in accordance with applicable provisions of law shall be 
submitted to the town manager. The approval of any such 
warrant by the town manager when countersigned by a 
majority of the selectmen, shall be sufficient authority to 
authorize payment by the town treasurer, but the selectmen 
alone shall approve all warrants in the event of the absence 
of the town manager of a vacancy in the office of town 
manager. : 

SECTION 15. Investigation of Claims—Whenever any 
pay rol’, bill or other claim against the town is presented to 
the town manager. he shall, if the same seems to him to be 
of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or otherwise con- 
trary to the interests of the town, refer it to the selectmen, 
who shall immediately investigate the facts and determine 
what, if any, payment should be made. Pending such in- 
vestigation and determination by the selectmen, payment

Certain Officers not to make Contracts with 
the Town.—It shall be unlawful for any selectman, the town 
manager, or any other elective or appointive official of the 
town, directly or indirectly, to make a contract with the 
town, or to receive any commission, discount, bonus, gift, 
contribution or reward from, or any share in the profits of, 
any person or corporation making or performing such a 
contract, unless the official concerned, immediately upon 
learning of the existence of such contract, or that such a 
contract is proposed, shall notify the selectmen in writing 
of the contract and of the nature of his interest therein and | 
shall abstain from doing any official act on behalf of the 
town in reference thereto, In case such interest exists on the 
part of an officer whose duty it is to make such a contract on 
behalf of the town, the contract may be made by another 
officer of the town duly authorized thereto by vote of the 
selectmen., Violation of any provision of this section shall ren- 
der the contract in respect to which such violation occurs 
voidable at the option of the town.

TURN BACKWARD, TIME!! 


Beneath the sagging ceiling of a dilapidated Town Hall 
that remains standing as a disgraceful monument to the 
short-sightedness of their predecessors, Wilmington’s Board 
of Selectmen repeated local history last Monday night when 
they ignored the recorded majority vote of the Town by vot- 
ing the efforts of the Housing Authority to construct a 
$271,000 project at no cost to the Town. Despite the presence 
of more than a hundred local veterans who unanimously sup- 
ported the Housing Authority’s decision .with varying de- 
grees of eloquence, the Selectmen voted two to one against 
acceptance. William Cavanaugh was the lone Selectman to 
support the Housing Authority. 


The futile ‘session began at 10:30 p.m. and lasted until 
close to midnight, Attorney Simon Cutter, Chairman of the 
Housing Authority, opened the discussion by briefly relating 
the circumstances leading up to its organization. He described 
the work of the Authority since its inception six months ago 
and told of the many complications that interfered with the 
successful conclusion of their plans. It was the unanimous 
Uecision of the Authority, in agreement with the wishes of 
the State Housing Authority, that twenty single family 
units be erectéd to ‘two building sites located near Woburn 
and Wildwood Streets. 


Chairman Lyons of the Board of Selectmen then de- 
clared. that his own investigation, which included a three- 
hour session with a Deputy Director of the State Housing 
Board, led him to believe that another site might be chosen 
so that “no one would be hurt.” Mr. Lyons stated that Wil- 
mington was the last on the list to benefit from the Housing 
appropriation and admitted that the Deputy Director had 
warned him that further delay would be attended with “some 
danger” that the entire project would fail. In the latter event 
he mentioned the possibility of Wilmington’s receiving Fed- 
eral aid in completing the project. 


Chy rman Cutter,’ together with Joseph Grimes and Ralph 
Curriep of the Housing Authority, then contested the opinions 
voicefifby Mr. Lyons, and also refuted the arguments advanced. 
by othprs whe! ed to the projected site. Many mem- 


several of them» Megerdsked, “What did you fight for?” This 
query Was answered by one veteran who stated that he fought 
for “the continuation of the democratic way of life that in- 
cluded the majority rule and the right of eminent domain 
that has come down from our founding fathers,” 


A discussion then ensued between Mr. Lyons and Mr. 
Cutter relative to the estimated delay that would result from 
court action contesting the land taking. Mr. Lyons placed a 
minimum of one year's delay but Attorney Cutter stated that, 
in his opinion, the delay would be much shorter. A recess 
then was declared for the purpose of conducting the vote of 
the Selectmen, and after a short time, the result was an- 


nounced, Chairman Cutter immediately declared that the|7. 


Housing Authority would bend every effort to save the 
project for Wilmington, and more than a hundred disap- 
pointed, embittered veterans left the hall. 


In view of the fact that the recommendations of the Road 
Extension and the Water Advisory Committees have been 
accepted in the past without question by the Board of Select- 
men, it is difficult to understand thé Board's decision in this 
matter, It is equally difficult to understand the compulsion 
that caused the considered opinion of the five local men on 
the Authority to be blandly thrown aside in favor of vague 
half-promises from a stranger. It also brings up the decision 
if the Board of Selectmen has the authority to veto a decision 
made by a vote of the Town. 


In pledging its support to the recommendations of the 
Road Extension Committee, the Board of Selectmen announc- 
ed that it would withstand the lobbying of any “pressure 
group” and abide by the decision of that Committee. [t is un- 
fortunate that the Board did not make a like promise ta the 
local Housing Authority. Because, then, Wilmington would 
not have taken that tremendous backward step last Monday 
night. 

More than one Wilmington resident will be burt if this 
rejection of the Housing Authority proposal proves to be 
final. It will hurt the voters who favored it at the last An- 
nual Town Meeting. It will hurt many veterans in addition 
to those who would be adequately housed under the proposal. 
And it will hurt evéry local taxpayer who must help pay back 
the three hundred million appropriation made by the Com- 
monwealth whether of not Wilmington receives its proposed 
grant, But, above all, it will hurt the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen who stated that he, personally, would 
bear the responsibility of last Monday night's rejection. 

In an August thirtieth editorial concerning war veterans, 
the Chicago Herald-American stated in part: “Alert to every 
possible menace to the national security and to every threat 
against the time-tested institutions that insure our liberties, 
they the veterans fight for the preservation of their country 
day by day and year by year with the same patriotism that 
made their members invincible on the fields of battle.”

Persistent pain in one’s feet may

This 
condition should receive prompt at- 
tention by the doctor or the foot 
specialist. 
When feet are chronically swol- 
n, the sufferer should see the 
doctor. Swollen feet can he the 
result of constant walking or stand- 
ing, but they can also constitute 
a “danger signal,” indicating a se- 
rious illness, such as heart disease 
or kidney trouble.

HEALTH FOR ALL 
When Feet Hurt 

The successful, self-confident man 
and woman usually boast a graceful 
walk with a brisk, but easy pace. 
Conversely, poor posture and an 
awkward, shuffling gait are often 
characteristic of a person who has 
allowed discouragement or an in- 
feriority complex to get the upper 
hand. 

But many people with a clumsy 
or graceful walk simply suffer from 
“feet that hurt.” Their BAD WALK 
has become characteristic because 
they have neglected or postponed 
measures to have their foot trouble 
corrected, While some people are 
born with foot troubles or deformi- 
ties, most of us court foot ills by 
buying ill-fitting shoes and hose, 
ignoring simple rules of cleanliness 
and hygiene, and generally neglec- 
ting care of the feet. 

Care of the feet should begin in 
babyhood—not in adult fife when 
painful feet drive the sufferer to 
the doctor. Parents should be a- 
ware that the slightest foot de- 
formities, even in early imfancy, 
demand medical attention and 
treatment. Doctors report that most 
unusual foot “conditions of baby- 
hood, when treated promptly, can 
be corrected, so that painful de- 
formities are avoided. 

The fit of no article of apparel 
is as important as shoes. Ill-fitting 
Suits or hats, for instance, might 
cause temporary discomfort, but
